that not a few of the communities th at 
have been so urgent in their demand 
for the removal of the mines will be 
frantically clamoring for protection at 
the very first rumor of the presence of 
a hostile gunboat or cruiser off th e ir 
coast.

are accepted for transportation a bill 
of lading, manifest or some other evi­ 
dence of th*’ receipt of goods, wares, 
or merchandise received 
for carriage 
or transportation, and this bill of lad­ 
ing, manifest or m em orandum requires 
a revenue stam p of the value of I cent 
affixed to it and cancelled. 
In case of 
failure to Issue such bill of holing the. 
law Imp* Hes a penalty of $50 upon the 
carrier guilty of 
such failure. 
Tho 
penalty for failure to no affix the stam p 
is not more than $loo. The purpose of 
tin* law is d ear. 
It was to tax the 
carrier and not tile shipper, and these

the duty of providing, affixing mid ca n ­ 
celling the stamp, and their failure to 
so provide, affix ami ca n e d such stam p 
subjects them to tin* penalties provided 
by law.

Arrangem ents Under W ay to F am ish Sup­ 
plies to the Suffering Inhabitants of the 
B esieged C ity—Spanish Prisoners to Be 
Eventually Brought to This Country. 


Tho problem of feeding the people of 
Santiago and tho prisoners takon thoro, 
iii addition to tho United States troops 
tinder Shafter, was discussed at a long 
conference tho other afternoon between 
Secretary Alger, Quartermaster General 
Ludington and Commissary General 
Eagan. It is a very serious matter and 
cannot bo adequately adjusted until the 
war department lias been acquainted 
with tho conditions that will exist aftor 
the town lins been takon. General Shaf­ 
ter took with him supplies for six 
months for about 30,000 men and ani­ 
mals. These, it is estimated, will last 
tho United States troops and their Cu­ 
ban allies, tho needy people of Santiago 
and the Spanish army defending tho 
iplaoo for three months, so that there is 
no fear for tho present of any lack of 
subsistence. Tile supplies that aooom- 
)anied General Shafter were intended 
'or use in tho Porto Hico as well as tho 
Santiago campaign, and for that roason 
it is intended to send additional gup­ 
pies to Santiago, so that those now in 
tho possession of tho American forces 
will not be depleted. Arrangements for 
sending a groat quantity of foodstuffs 
to Santiago are being made by tho com­ 
missary general and the quartermaster 
general. Tho administration does not 
yroposo to let tho people of Santiago 
suffer after tho city is in possession of 
tho American army. 
The military authorities believe that 
the suffering people of the besieged city 
lavo heard tho stories about tho abun­ 
dance of food supplies in tho possession 
of tho invaders and anticipate a friendly 
reception for Shafter’s troops from a 
groat many of tho residents. It was said 
at tho war department that the Spanish 
forces might find greater difficulty in 
lolding Santiago through tho desire of 
the people to havo the Americans, with 
thoir unlimited store of provisions, gain 
a quick victory and expedite tho distri­ 
bution of the rations. 
Tho reports that many refugees have 
Uaken the risk of getting through the 
Spanish lines to the American position 
:in the hope of obtaining food have con­ 
vinced army officers that the news is 
spreading in Santiago that tho terrible 
Yankees aro not so terrible after all, 
but havo wagon loads of good things to 
eat, which they intend to give to the 
needy in tho city. It would not surprise 
officials in Washington if riots began in 
Santiago over a failure of tho Spanish 
forces to surrender or capitulate within 
a reasonable time. 
Tho administration believes that 
Shafter will capture nearly all the ene­ 
my’s forces now in Santiago. The ques­ 
tion of what disposition shall be made 
of this great number of prisoners has 
been bothering the president and Secre­ 
tary Alger for somo time, but they hope 
to reach a definite decision soon as to 
the location of a great military prison. 
It is not intended to leavo tho prisoners 
in Santiago. They will be transported 
to tho United States as rapidly as possi 
blo in order to relieve the government 
troops in Cuba of tho necessity of guard­ 
ing them. 
Tho administration has not receded 
from its decision to allow the Cuban 
allies to hold Santiago after the cam­ 
paign thoro is over, so that General 
Shafter’s corps can participate in the 
Porto Hico programme. United States 
troops will, however, be garrisoned at 
Santiago until the last of the prisoners 
has been sent to this country. The war 
department officials have four places in 
view, any one of which would be an 
excellent location for a military prison. 
They say that a storm of protest 
would probably come from the people 
of tho localities in question if publioity 
were givon to tho fact that they are nu­ 
der consideration. It is intended to se­ 
lect one of these places and proceed to 
erect the necessary buildings there de 
spite objections. Thoro will bo no recon 
sideration after the decision has been 
made.—New York Sun.

to go into action came from the flag­ 
ship, the men acted like boys. 
They 
fairly hugged one another. The story of 
the bombardment is too old to need 
repetition. 
Every one has heard how 
the boys on our ship fired so rapidly 
that the vessel seemed a continual sheet 
of flame. This is no exaggeration. The 
roar of our guns was like incessant 
thunder. The post of a chaplain in an 
engagement is in the sick bay, but it is 
only optional.

go on deck or among the men to encour­ 
age them. 
"The sailors of the Cincinnati are a 
fine lot, all patriotic, all enthusiastic.

Women rule in the land. The sta­ 
tion is kept by a wom an—Whipping- 
ham station—and it is the boast of the 
capable elderly stationmistregs that no 
man helps her sell tickets or care for 
the tiny and picturesque station; From 
the station a charming country road 
winds along a mile to the royal vil­ 
lage of Whippingham which is rustic 
but well-kept and within the Osborne 
domain. 
The postoffice is very quaint 
with its thatched Gothic roof and 
whatever letters are waiting to bo 
called for are shown in the window 
like merchandise. 
A woman presides 
over this and to another woman is in­ 
trusted the care of the village church. 


The chapel contains a royal pew, for 
when the queen is at Osborne she al­ 
ways attends church.

pew is the marble memorial to Prin­ 
cess Beatrice’s husband. 
Whipping­ 
ham enjoys the distinction of being the 
only parish church at which the m ar­ 
riage of a child of the reigning mon­ 
arch has taken place.

almshouses, a long row of cottages,

covered with ivy, picturesque and pret­ 
ty.

by the queen and having passed into 
her service along with the property.

needle is a miniature of the Roman 
column of Trajan, but instead of the 
exploits of Roman emperors, scenes in 
the life of Her Majesty are depicted. 
One shows the queen when a young 
girl 
at 
Tunbridge 
Wells, 
another 
scene is the coronation at Westminster, 
while a third shows the royal marriage 
with the prince consort. The figures 
in all these scenes can only be made 
cut plainly by the aid of a magnifying 
glass. 
The needle can also be opened, 
and it contains several others, all of 
the same form, and all are adorned 
with miniature figures in relief.

home. 
No only son of a dependent 
mother, no only son of Infirm parents, 
no only brother of orphaned children, 
and no father of a motherless young 
family was required to show his patri­ 
otism in any other way than by fidel­ 
ity to his domestic duty. 
Posted over the regimental bulletin 
boards at Camp Townsend, New York, 
Is this notice: 
“ No person should volunteer whose 
absence from 
home for two years 
would bring misery and distress on any 
one dependent upon him.” 
And the examining surgeons are ex­ 
pected to question every would-be re­ 
cruit in regard to this particular. Such 
consideration may not have force at all 
recruiting 
stations; 
but 
no foolish 
dread 
of 
being 
called a 
“coward” 
should make it necessary for any young 
man to bt* so questioned. 
It Is patriotic to “Strike for your al­ 
tars and your fires.” but the son, or 
brother, or father whose duty calls him 
to stay by them is doing this, and doing 
It as nobly as one who volunteers for 
the war because "all the other fellows 
are going." 
It is conceivable that the sudden and 
swift demands of public defense might 
oblige every mail for his country’s sake 
to leave his sick and helpless ones, and 
“let the dead bury the dead.” But that 
time is not yet. 
Meanwhile let It be 
known that the millions unneeded in 
the field who stay to discharge the 
sacred ministries of home, and ply the 
industries never so necessary as in 
time of war, are In every sense as truly 
patriots as the fighters in the ranks.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


T he First Shock of B attle. 
Men even of the strongest nerves and 
the most undoubted pluck do not feel 
quite comfortable when, for the first 
time, under fire. It is no dishonor to his 
manhood if the heart of the young sol­ 
dier beats “double quick” in his maiden 
battle. 
This feeling soon wears off. 
During the war in the Crimea the 
men in the allied army were 
often 
heard speculating, on the eve of a con­ 
flict, upon the probability of obtaining 
certain articles of clothing, of which 
they stood in need, from the bodies of 
the Russians they expected to slay. 
They never seemed to take into consid­ 
eration their 
own chances of 
being 
knocked over and stripped by the Rus­ 
sians. The cool and systematic manner 
in which 
they provided 
themselves 
with foot gear 
is worthy of 
note. 
When a French or English soldier, on 
the lookout for “unconsidered trifles” 
after a battle, descried on the field a 
corpse of 
the

w hether the articles were near enough 
to a fit to be worth the trouble of re­ 
moval.—Ex.

Death Rat® In Bettie. 
Of the fifteen decisive battles of the 
world the average death rate in the 
last five of them (of which alone re­ 
liable statistics are preserved) was 
about 25 per cent, ranging from 20 per 
cent, the British loss at Saratoga, to 47 
per cent, the loss of the Swedes at Pul- 
towa. Of other great battles it is diffi­ 
cult to fix the average death rate, 
though it may be estimated at about 20 
per cent. 
The rates range from O.ft 
(the German loss at Sedan in Septem­ 
ber, 1890,) to 50 per cent, the British 
loss at Bloody Albuera. 
As a matter 
of fact, things stand very much as they 
used to do, save that the slaughter, 
when it does occur, always comes more 
quickly. 
A great battle in which the 
quick-firing guns can be brought into 
effective use will probably increase Hie 
death rate largely, but that remains 
to be proved. General statistics prove 
that since the Trojan war, 3,000 years 
ago, not a single year has elapsed in 
which some war has not caused the 
killing of a large number of men; 
while 
it 
is calculated that all the 
world’s wars are responsible for the 
death of 14,000,000,000 of human beings.

The action of the German govern­ 
ment in shutting out American fruit 
from their markets comes as a rather 
unpleasant surprise to the American 
fruit growers, who had hoped, from a 
foreign demand, to realize better prices 
for their products.

action is not clearly understood, but Is, 
according to all accounts, one that Is 
not chargeable to the quality of the 
fruit or its condition. 
The loss will be 
keenly felt by the poorer Germans, as 
American fruit, especially apples, had 
been since their introduction steadily 
growing In favor. 
The United States 
as a fruit-growing country has scarcely 
an equal in the world. 
Its wide range 
of climate, its variation In soil, and the 
skill with which its fruit-growers han­ 
dle their orchards and gardens, makes 
it of immense value in a commercial 
sense, 
lf Germany does not want our 
fruits, there are plenty of other coun­ 
tries that do, and it is scarcely worth 
while for our farmers and fruit-growers 
to borrow very much trouble about 
markets.

The problem of feeding the people of 
Santiago and the prisoners taken there, 
in addition to the I'nitcd States troops 
nnder Shatter, was discussed at a long 
conference the other afternoon between 
Secretary Alger, Quartermaster General 
Ludington and Commissary General 
Eagan. 
It is a very serious matter and 
cannot be adequately adjusted until the 
war department has been acquainted 
with the conditions that w ill exist after 
the town has been taken. General Shat­ 
ter took with him supplies for six 
months for about 80,000 men and ani­ 
mals. 
These, it is estimated, will last 
the United States troops and their Cu­ 
ban allies, the needy people of Santiago 
and the Spanish army defending the 
place for three months, so that there is 
no fear for the present of any lack of 
subsistence. 
The supplies that accom­ 
panied General Shatter were intended 
for use in the Porto Rico as well as the 
Santiago campaign, and for that reason 
it is intended to send additional sup­ 
plies to Santiago, so that those now in 
the possession of the American forces 
will not be depleted. Arrangements for 
sending a great quantity of foodstuffs 
to Santiago are being made by the com­ 
missary general and the quartermaster 
general. 
The administration does not 
propose to let the people of Santiago 
suffer after the city is in possession of 
tho American army. 
The military authorities believe that 
the suffering people of the besieged city 
have heard the stories about the abun­ 
dance of food supplies in the possession 
of tho invaders and anticipate a friendly 
reception for Shaffer's troops from a 
great many of the residents. It was said 
at the war department that the Spanish 
forces might find greater difficulty in 
holding Santiago through tho desire of 
the people to have tho Americans, with 
their unlimited store of provisions, gain 
a quick victory and expedite tho distri­ 
bution of the rations. 
Tho reports that many refugees have 
taken the risk of getting through the 
Spanish lines to tho American position 
in tho hope of obtaining food have con 
vinced army officers that tho news is 
spreading in Santiago that tho terrible 
Yankees are not so terrible after all, 
but have wagon loads of good things to 
eat, which they intend to give to the 
needy in tho city. It would not surprise 
officials in Washington if riots began in 
Santiago over a failure of tho Spanish 
forces to surrender or capitulate within 
a reasonable time. 
Tho 
administration 
believes 
that 
Shatter w ill capture nearly all tho ene­ 
my’s forces now in Santiago. The ques 
tion of what disposition shall be made 
of this great number of prisoners has 
been bothering the president and Secre­ 
tary Alger f o r some time, but they hope 
to reach a definite decision soon as to 
the location of a great military prison. 
It is not intended to leave tho prisoners 
in Santiago. 
They w ill be transported 
to the United States as rapidly as possi­ 
ble in order to relieve the government 
troops in Cuba of the necessity of guard 
ing them. 
Tho administration lias not receded 
from its decision to allow tho Cuban 
allies to hold Santiago after the cam­ 
paign there is over, so that General 
Shafter’s corps can participate in tho 
Porto Kico programme. 
United States 
troops will, however, bo garrisoned at 
Santiago until the last of the prisoners 
has been sent to this country. The xvar 
department officials have four places in 
view, any one of which would be an 
exeollent location for a military prison. 
They say that a storm of protest 
would probably come from the people 
of tho localities in question if publicity 
were givon to the fact that they are un­ 
der consideration. 
It is intended to sw­ 
eet one of these places and proceed to 
erect tho necessary buildings there de­ 
spite objections. There will bo no recon­ 
sideration after tho decision lias boon 
made.—New York Sun.

Posted over the regim ental bulletin 
boards at Cam p Townsend, New York, 
is this notice; 
“ No person should volunteer whose 
absence 
from 
home 
for 
two 
years 
would bring misery and distress on any 
one dependent upon him .” 
And th e e x am in in g surgeons a r e ex­ 
pected to question every would-be re­ 
cruit in regard to this particular. Such 
consideration m ay not have force at all 
recru iting 
stations; 
but 
no 
foolish 
dread 
of 
being 
called 
a 
“c o w a rd ” 
should m ak e it necessary for any young 
m an to be so questioned. 
It is patriotic to “ Strike for y o u r a l­ 
tars and your fires,” but the son, or 
brother, o r father whose duty calls him 
to stay by them is doing this, and doing 
it as nobly as one who volunteers for 
the war because "all the o th e r fellows 
are going.” 
It is conceivable t h a t the sudden and 
swift dem ands of public defense m ight 
oblige every m a n for his c o u n tr y ’s sake 
to leave his sick and helpless ones, and 
"let the dead bury the dead.” 
But th a t 
t im e is not yet. 
Meanwhile let it be 
kn o w n th a t the millions unneeded in 
th e 
field who stay to discharge the 
sacred m inistries of home, and ply the 
industries 
never so 
necessary as 
in 
tim e of war, a re in every sense as truly 
patrio ts as the fighters in the ra n k s.— 
Y o u th ’s Companion. 


The IJfst Soldiers.

It is generally supposed th a t desper­ 
adoes—men at war with society, and 
with w hom society is at w a r—m a k e the 
best soldiers; but this is an error. 
Ac­ 
cording to the testimony of all experi­ 
enced officers, men of bad character, 
however brave, physically, are a curse 
to an y army. 
Such men are generally 
the prime movers of insubordination 
and mutiny, and, if there is any tre a ­ 
son at work, are pretty sure to be at the 
bottom of it. 
Moral courage is as essential in mili­ 
tary as in civil life, and it is not an a t ­ 
tribute of the depraved and vicious. He 
w h o goes to battle with a clear con­ 
science, confident In the justice of the 
cause for which he risks his life, and 


believing th a t God in on his side, is the 
only true hero. 
H e is not bloodthirsty, 
| ho is not under the domination of a 
san g u in a ry and brutal instinct, b u t he 
li enthusiastic where ardor is req u ired , 
calm 
and 
collected 
in 
emergencies, 
and can bear up cheerfully a g a in st re­ 
verses, hardships and privations, u nder 
which 
th e 
desperado 
would 
"w ilt 
dow n,” or desert. 
W h a t but moral courage, born of in­ 
tegrity of purpose and confidence in 
heaven, 
sustained 
the 
ragged, 
half- 
starved, ill-paid soldiers of a b a n k ru p t 
republic, In their desperate struggle 
with the well-appointed legions of the 
enemy, during the darkest hours of the 
American 
revolution? 
T he 
ice-ob­ 
structed Delaware had not been crossed, 
the battles of T re n to n and P rinceton 
bad never been fought and won, the 
horrors of the w inter bivouac at Valley 
Forge had never been endured, th e in­ 
estimable blessing of o ur national inde­ 
pendence had never been attained but 
for the moral courage and fortitude of 
good and true men, at peace with God 
and their own consciences. 
Rowdies 
and 
desperadoes 
never 
achieve such exploits, or subm it p a­ 
tiently to such hardships, as have m ade 
the heroes of ’76 immortal in history. 
It m ay be set down as an axiom that 
bad men never m ake good soldiers.

Of other great battles it is diffi-

j though it m ay be estimated at a bout 20 
per cent. 
The rates range from 0.0 
(the G erm an loss at Sedan in S e p te m ­ 
ber, 1890,) to 50 per cent, the British 
loss at Bloody Albuera. 
As a m a tte r 
of fact, things sta n d very m uch as they 
used to do. save t h a t the slaughter, 
when it does occur, always comes m o re 
quickly. 
A great battle in which the 
quick-firing guns can be b rought into 
effective use will probably increase tile 
death rate largely, but t h a t re m a in s 
to be proved. 
General statistics prove 
th a t since the T ro ja n war, 3,000 years 
ago, not a single year has elapsed in 
which som e w a r has not caused the 
killing 
of a large 
n u m b e r of m en; 
while 
it 
is calculated th a t all the 
w o rld ’s w ars are responsible for the 
death of 14,000,000.000 of h u m a n beings. 


American Fruit. 
T h e action of the G erm an g o v e rn ­ 
ment in sh u ttin g out American fruit 
| from their m ark ets comes as a ra th e r 
unpleasant surprise to the American 
1 fruit growers, who had hoped, from a 
foreign demand, to realize better prices 
for th e ir products. 
T h e reason for this 
action is not clearly understood, but is, 
according to all accounts, one t h a t is 
not chargeable to the quality of the 
fruit or its condition. 
The loss will be 
keenly felt by the poorer Germans, as 
American fruit, especially apples, had 
been since their introduction steadily 
growing in favor. 
T h e United States 
as a fru it-grow ing country has scarcely 
an equal in the world. 
Its wide range 
of climate, its v ariation in soil, and the 
skill with which its fruit-growers h a n ­ 
dle their o rc h a rds and gardens, m akes 
it of immense value in a commercial 
sense. 
If G erm any does not w a n t our 
fruits, th e r e are plenty of o th e r c o u n ­ 
tries th a t do, an d it is scarcely worth 
while for our farm ers an d fruit-growers 
to borrow very much trouble about 
markets.

We 
awaited until dark and then slipped 
over the side into a small boat that 
was towing alongside having been 
used doing some painting that day 
aad had been left there. 
We got 
away without being discovered and 
made the best time wo could toward 
the steamer and wero picked up an 
hour and a half after. This steamer 
was bound for Kingston, Jarnaca, 
where we were finally landed on the 
26th of June and the American con­ 
sul there got us passage home on one 
of the Boston Fruit Co’s steamers the 
next day and we arrived at Boston on 
the 4th.”
